As the management of the machine is 
a matter of great importance to the success 
of a mill, then the selection and acquisition 
of a careful, competent, sober and industri- 


ous machine tender are of equally great im- | 


portance. A man who moves about with his 
mouth shut and his eyes and ears open, who 
gives his orders to his second and third 
hands with a nod instead of a yell, or a mo- 
tion of the hand instead of a push or a vio- 
lent gesture, does best, as in all other depart- 
ments of human effort where the quiet man 
accomplishes most. How often have we seen 
men starting up their machines, shouting out 
more orders than would be necessary to get 


a man-of-war under way for a three years’ | 


cruise. Ifa lamp, a pail or an oil can has 
been left in the way it is demolished with a 
kick or hurled against the wall. Enough 
** broken ” is generally made by such a start 
to pay all hands on the tour for the day. 

How different with a good machine tender ! 
His calculations are all made before starting, 
his help understand what he is going to do 
and can keep their wits about them and use 
them to the best advantage. I always re- 
quire the machine tenders to give their in- 
structions in a low tone of voice. 

Next in importance to securing good ma- 
chine help is the adjustment of the machine. 
On fast running machines I have found, in 
my experience, more pitch necessary than 
on those which run slow. A machine which 
runs 250 feet per minute should have at 
least 3 inches pitch on the wire from the 
breast roll to the first suction box. 

All of the tube rolls should be kept turn- 
ing. I once went into a machine shop 
where a patent device for turning tube rolls 
was being constructed; I estimate that it 
cost at least $200. On being asked my 
opinion of the thing I said that the best 
device ever known to me for the purpose is 


acan of sperm oil, and if your tube rolls | 


don’t turn, then, when you put on your next 


wire, take them to the shop to have the jour- | 


nals made clean and an easy fit. When you 
put them back see that they are level, oil 
them and keep them oiled with sperm oil 
and nothing else, and you will never buy 
any other device for keeping them going. 
The necessity for this is evident to all, and 
exerts a great influence on the life of a wire. 

Another thing which should be carefully 
looked after, if your wires do not give you 
Satisfaction, is the shake. I have known 
the life of every wire to be shortened two 
weeks by having too much play in the 
boxes at the shake. The shake should be 
given with a push and pull, not with a blow, 
as is the case when there is too much play 
in the boxes. 

It is now my opinion that by all means the 
best kind of a bottom coucher is a log or 
wooden one. Of course the top coucher is 
still of metal, covered with a jacket in the 
usual way. Wires will run a week or ten 
days longer with this kind of a coucher than 
with any other that I have seen. 

A light breast roll is the best for many rea- 
sons. It takes less power to shake it, less 
power to turn it, and itis easy to handle. A 
breast roll which turns hard is a good thing 
for the wire manufacturers, but an expensive 
luxury for the paper mill. I believe that one 
great difficulty with short lived wires con- 
sists in hard turning breast rolls, made 
so by the shoe on the save-all being 
driven and held too firmly against it. The 
best way to overcome the difficulty is to have 
the shoe on the save-all made an easy fit ; 
have a stick covered with felt and also an 
easy fit; put it in on the shoe between the 
breast roll and the save-all. The machine 
* tender should take this out every day and 
clean it. The superintendent should see that 
it is done, as it will gather stuff upon it, 


| making it bind and turn as hard as if the 











shoe were held against it. 

At one time in my earlier days I was much 
bothered by the wire being always slack on 
the back side. The agent for the wires was 
brushed up about his imperfect goods. 
They were put on one way and, the next 
time they were unrolled, the other way, but 
allto no purpose. At last it dawned upon 
me that the shower on the back side was 
not as strong as on the other parts of the 
wire. This was remedied and the wires 
were never afterward slack on the back 
side, 

I would say here to mill owners that if 
they are troubled with ridges in their wire 
they should not lay it altogether to the 
carelessness of their help, but put on a 
strong shower all the way across, two of 
them if necessary, and you will have no 
more ridges. 

With regard to the head box, this is a 
matter on which many people have many 
ideas. There is one device which consists 
of a head box as large as a small sized beat- 
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ing engine, with an agitator in it to keep 
the stuff mixed up. Another is much in 
the same proportion, with a gate shut down, 
keeping back about a foot of head ; the stuff 
squirting out under the gate answers the 
purpose of an agitator. I believe that those 
built small enough to create agitation by the 
swift passage of the water and stuff are the 
best, as they take up less room and answer 
the purpose equally well. 

One more observation and I will conclude, 
The apron board should be cut low down, so 
that the stuff will flow a little up hill, or at 
least level to the slices. This is for the 
reason that the fibres will flow on to the 
slice slowly, on the same principle that logs 
floating down a swift running stream are 
more apt to proceed endways. 
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Example versus Precept.

“Dandy” took occasion to comment 
on a former article in which were mentioned 
some instances of disregard of advice— 
“big head,” ‘‘Dandy” calls it. Perhaps 
that name fits about as well as any other. 

I have in miad two examples where this 
complaint has become chronic from example 
rather than precept. One is a Western iron 
mill, where the agent is ‘‘ big head” per- 
sonified. Suffice it to say that in deportment 
and bearing our man is all that the name 
implies. So much is this the case that it has 
proved contagious to all of the Office force of 
that establishment, providing of course that 
the next highest in authority be absent. 
Should the agent be absent the paymaster 
assumes full control of the plant; in his ab- 
sence his assistant comes into power, and so 
on down to the office boy, a snip of some 
fourteen years, who, when left alone after 
4 0’clock of a Saturday, will leave the office 
and constitute himself a committee of one 
to inspect the plant and ‘ boss” all hands, 
from shipping clerk to yard men. 

Like all other such self-important folks 








they are the most subservient to their supe- 
riors in authority, anticipating and obeying 
their behests with an alacrity which savors 
strongly of toadyism or slavish servitude. 
The other case is that of a manufacturing 
concern on a good line of specialties, and as 
they turn out excellent work they are in a 
degree pardonable. In this instance “‘ big 


head ” is more plainly stamped on all hands | 


from office to gate tenders. The different 
foremen maintain their predominant char- 
acteristic on all occasions, and by the rule of 
example their men imitate it. They will not 
condescend to notice any mechanic but one 
of their own, unless to criticise his work. A 
strange hand cannot work in that shop 
unless he be a man capable of fighting for 
his rights, and by his own independence 
and excellence live down the offishness of 
his workmates. 

Criticism and sarcasm not being the intent 
of this writing it will be shown wherein the 
imitative in employees may be turned in 
another direction. 

In the last mentioned instance perhaps a

little less egotism and individuality on the 
part of the leading characters would not be 
without effect among the men, while due 
pride of work and independence in demeanor 
would be fitting examples for imitation 
rather than such actions of assumed superi- 
ority. 

Let our superiors set such examples asthe 
world delights in viewing, Let them be ex- 
amples of manliness, gentleness, honor and 
uprightness rather than of aristocratic boor- 
ishness, tyranny over the less fortunate and 


more helpless, and ignorance for those who | 


may yet attain greater eminence, although as 
yet obscured in the struggle for supremacy. 

It is remarkable how strong this imitative 
faculty is, especially in the younger circles. 
Why, then, may it not be turned to result 
advantageously ? 


Take, as an instance,a mill where the | 


agent is a gentleman in every sense that the 
word implies. Factory affairs are calmly 
discussed with the proper employees, busi- 
ness is quietly transacted with his col- 
leagues, everything meeting with quiet but 
prompt attention at his hands. Note how 
well the example is followed by the people 
under him, even to the would-be employee 
who is offered a seat by the office boy pend- 
ing Mr. ——’s leisure. The different fore- 
men become imbued with the spirit, and in 
turn exercise it toward their help, until the 
operation of the plant becomes one of 
unanimity of desires and objects. Here we 
find no disagreements. between head and 
hands, all matters bearing that tendency be- 
ing promptly met and dealt with at the 
outset, and in such a manner as to convince 
the help that their interests are not disre- 
garded, 

This may be immaterial to many read- 
ers, but others will find that in human na- 
ture they have more to deal with than the 
mere supervision and direction of physical 
effort. 

A recent writer mentioned the fact of de- 
veloping men by their employers, taking 
very good ground for his statements. Em- 
ployers will find no readier way of making 
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friends with their employees than by treat- 
ing them as men instead of machines, and 
although the requirements of the work 
may be severe the men will stand it better 
if they meet with proper treatment from 
their superiors, tyranny being one of the 
quickest causes of dissension. 

Taking example, then, as above precept, 
let the busy workers stop and consider the 


examples they set from day to day.

Sereening Apparatus for Paper 
Machines. 





An improvement in the screens of pa- 
per making machines is herewith illustrated, 
the purpose being to secure the continuous 
working of such screening apparatus by do- 
ing away with the necessity of stopping the 
machines to wash the screens when the chan- 
neled plates through which the pulp flows 
become choked. These screens are made 
removable, there being in the chamber two, 
three or more vertical seats, against which 
these screens can be set and secured in place 
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by any suitable device. By this means when 
a screen (usually first set close to the inlet of 
the pulp) becomes choked another screen is 
slipped down in front of it and secured in 
place, the first screen being lifted out by 
means provided for the purpose, and this 
operation may be repeated as often as found 
necessary. 

Figure 1 is a sectional elevation taken 
transversely through chamber and screens; 
Fig. 2, a similar view taken longitudinally 
on line zz, Fig. 1, through the chamber, and 
showing the front of the screen ; and Fig. 3, 
a horizontal section taken on line x x, Fig. 1. 

A is the screen chamber, A’ being the inlet 
for the pulp, and A*’the outlet to the wire. 

BB, B’ B’ and B?* B* are seats formed on 
the sides of A, against which the screens 
can be set. 

C and C’ are removable frames, of any de- 
sired size, holding the usual channeled 
plates or screens, D, and provided with 
means—such as eyes E E—by which they 
may be lifted out of or placed in position. 

F F are dishes or troughs secured on both 
sides of the screens at or near their bottom 
to receive the strings or settlings of the pulp. 

G G are strips of rubber or like material 
secured to the under side of the screens to 
prevent the pulp from passing underneath 
them. 

H, H’' and H? are cam clamps set on spin- 
dles passing through the chamber and oper- 
ated from the outside by handles 4 4 /* to 
lock or release either one of the screens, 

So soon as the screen C, held against the 
seats B B, becomes choked, a similar screen, 
C’, is suspended by the eye E and let down 
into position by a crane or similar mechan- 
ism and locked in place by the clamps H’. 
The fastening device of the screen C is un- 
locked and this screen is lifted out and 
cleansed ready to be replaced—an operation 
which is much facilitated from the fact that 
the greater part of the impurities held by the 
channeled plates D have been deposited in 
the dishes or troughs F F. By this arrange- 
ment, in cases where extra screening is re- 
quired and a very fine quality of stock is 


called for, the pulp can be passed through 
two or even more screens, replacing or 
shifting these, as described. 

Any suitable device which will hold the 
removable frames in place may be substi- 
tuted for the cam clamps H, H’ and H?. 

The door or rotary section K is arranged 
to swing from the top and be operated from 
the bottom. 

L is the motor shaft, receiving motion 
from any moving part of the machine, with 
eccentrics L’ L’ mounted thereon and carry- 
ing eccentric straps L*, secured to arms piv- 


oted to the door K.

Manufacture of Wood Fibre for 
Spinning Purposes. 


Mitscherlich has applied the bisulphite 
process for reducing wood to the production 
of a fibre from wood which can be spun. 

Thin boards or laths free from knots, but 
of any desired width, are cut into strips in 
the direction parallel with the grain, and are 
then boiled in a boiler containing a solution 
of sulphurous acid or bisulphite. This 
boiling effects disintegration without requir- 
ing that the strips or boards shall be re- 
duced to very small pieces. After boiling 
the wood it is dried in the open air or in 
specially constructed drying rooms. By 
thus drying the product the fibre, which is 
originaily very weak and tends to break at 
the slightest strain, becomes comparatively 
strong and does not resume its very break- 


The operations are carried out as : 
The damp masses on the frame are trans- 
ferred to a traveling endless cloth, which 
leads them to a pair of rollers, which may 
be plain or provided with corrugations in 
the direction of their length, the ribs of the 
one roller being made to gear into the re-. 
cesses of the other one, whereby they effect 
a simultaneous strong bending and squeez- 
ing of the masses. The cutting of the ma- 
terial in passing through the corrugated 
rollers is avoided by causing the endless 
cloth to pass over the lower roller and by 
placing a canvas covering around the upper 
roller. The pressed masses fall from these 
rollers onto a second endless cloth, which 
conveys them to a second pair of rollers, 
from which they are conveyed to a third 
pair, and so on, they being preferably 
pressed in this way six times. By continued 
treatment of the wood the fibres become at 
length so pliable and isolated from each other 
that they can be employed directly for coarse 
filaments. For obtaining a perfect isolation 
of the fibres, however, without material de- 
terioration, these operations alone are not 
suitable, and their special purpose is to 
loosen the fibres in the transverse direction, 
so that in the following operation a thin 
long fibre may be obtained. For this pur- 
pose the boiled and pressed masses are com- 
pletely dried. After drying they are combed 
in the direction parallel with the fibres by 
means of devices provided with pins or 
teeth, in a manner similar to the operations 
for combing flax, cotton, &c., but with the 
difference that the pins or teeth of the ap- 
paratus must be made very strong. The 
separation of the extractable matter from 
the fibre produced by boiling the gums and 
soluble organic matter can be effected at any 
time. It is, however, preferably effected 


after the fibre has been spun into threads, &c.

Fireproofing Compound, 














A newly patented fireproofing compound 
applicable to paper and textiles, and which 
may also be incorporated in paints, is made, 
taking a penetrating and binding agent hav- 
ing properties which will conduct into and 
retain certain salts or fireproofing ingredi- 
ents in the fibre of articles or material, 
This consists in the combination of sulphoric- 
inoleate of ammonia or its equivalent, and 
borax or borate of sodium, chloride of am- 
monia, alum, tungstate of soda and silicate 
of soda. The proportion of each ingredi- 
ent is adjusted to equal parts, 

This compound is dissolved in water, and 
the article to be treated is immersed or 
saturated with the liquid,

We have entered on the last month of 
the presentyear, and paper makers are pre- 
paring to take their annual inventory and to 
figure up the profits and losses. As aconse- 
quence everybody is buying sparingly, in 
order to keep stocks as low as possible. 
Business is fair and the outlook for better 
times is favorable. Some of the manufac- 
turers, whose supply of orders ran rather 
low just before the close of the campaign, 
say that they have regained lost ground and 
have more orders than they can fill for 
some time. Others see very little difference 
as yet, but they are confident that business 
is going to improve by and by. Many buy- 
ers are taking what goods they really need 
and no more till after New Year, when they 
will know better how they stand. Writing 
papers are selling very well, and book pa- 
pers are in demand, with prices unchanged. 
News continues to move very regularly at 
currentrates. Manillas and coarser grades 
are in fair demand and prices remain firm. 
The upward tendency of rags has caused 
some buying on the part of manufacturers 
whose stocks have run low, and they must fill 
up at present prices. Many of the dealers 
believe that the advance in prices will be per- 
manent and are talking that to their custom- 
ers. Domestic rags of good quality find a 
ready market, notwithstanding the views of 
dealers. 

It is understood here that the Southworths 
will the coming spring build the paper mill 
at Chicopee Falls of which they have been 
talking so long. They bought a privilege 
and built a dam several years ago, but did 
nothing beyond that. Now they are talking 
of putting up a fine mill which will require 
five or six millions of brick. 

W. L. Gates, representing Morison, Allen 
& Co., Eastern agents of the Jewell Pure 
Water Company, whose headquarters are at 
New York, gave a very satisfactory test of a 
filter at the Holyoke Water Power Com- 
pany’s testing flume this week. One of 
these filters, 7 feet high and to feet in di- 
ameter, will cleanse 500,000 gallons of water 
in twenty-four hours. 

A sad accident occurred at the Syms & 
Dudley Paper Mill on Saturday, by which 
George W. Kirley, whose home was at 
South Hadley Falls, lost his life. Young 
Kirley was drawing ashes from the mill 
yard ina large cart, to which was attached 
a pair of powerful gray horses. He had 
loaded the cart and was driving out of the 
mill yard when a switching engine came 
down the track nearby, frightening the 
horses, which ran across the narrow road in 
front of the’ mill, breaking down the frail 
fence near the canal, and the team and 
driver were thrown into the water. When 
the horses started young Kirley tried to 
control them, but could not do it, and before 
he could jump from his seat on the cart he 
found himself struggling in the water. The 
horses and cart floated some distance down 
the canal, and Kirley, by keeping one hand 


on the neck of a horse and paddling with 
the other, managed to keep his head above 
water. When opposite the raceway of the 
Winona Mill the horses and man sank and 
were seen no more till the bodies were re- 
covered about three hours later. The acci- 
dent was witnessed by a number of railroad 
and mill employees, but they could not get 
to the canal in time to be of any assistance. 
Young Kirley was twenty-seven years old 
and a single man of excellent character. 
The funeral took place on Tuesday and the 


body was taken to Oriskany, N. Y., for 
burial.

Several paper manufacturers who recently 
bought an interest in a mill in this city 
found that the former owners had been 
carrying nearly one thousand cases of paper 
in stock, some of which was made fifteen 
years ago. The rags which entered into the 
paper cost 16 cents a pound. The paper 
will not sell now for more than 8 or g cents 
a pound at the outside, and it will be dis- 
posed of to the best advantage, 

J. K. Judd, of. the Judd Paper Company, 
who went to Colorado recently with his 
family, expecting to remain all winter, is 
expected home again soon. 

Since Henry E. McElwain took charge of 
the Valley Paper Company’s mill the quality 
and general appearance of the paper have 
undergone a decided change for the better. 
The quality has greatly improved, and the 
color is brighter and clearer, Better stock 
is put into the paper, and the company 
means to maintain a high standard of excel- 
lence. Mr. McElwain has had considerable 
experience-in the manufacture of paper, and 
he intends to have all goods bearing the 
Valley Paper Company's watermark com- 
pare with the best. The linen ledger pa- 
pers made by this company already have a 
good reputation.

The doors of the 
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stores which abut on the main avenues re- 
semble nothing so much as the entrance to 
a hive of bees; the interiors are a perfect 
babel of indescribable noise and bustle, and 
it strikes one that the method and system 
which enable the staff of salesmen to supply 
the wants of the struggling masses of hu- 
manity with goods and bring order and a cor- 
rect cash balance out of what appears to the 
uninitiated to be chaos must be something 
remarkable. And it is. 

But there are reasons, and good ones, for 
much of the commercial prosperity of Chi- 
cago. Underlying the outward levity and al- 
most flippant manner with which business is 
conducted there is a strong current of sound, 
progressive sense, which has done much to 
lift the city into its present commercial 
position. 

All is not due to opportunity and the fact 
that Chicago is the natural distributing cen- 
tre for the surrounding territory. In this 
connection it is true that there is nothing 
so remarkable as the evidence, everywhere 
present, of its innumerable railroads and the 
facilities which they afford for reaching all 
points of the compass. The private car is a 
distinct feature of Western life, and it is 
almost as common as the yacht in the East 
and infinitely more frequentiy used, both for 
pleasure and for business purposes. But 
there is something more than all this—op- 
portunity alone never could have raised a 
city of these dimensions within the short 
period of a quarter of acentury. The fact is 
the heads of houses have been quick to adopt 
the best systems for conducting successfully 
large enterprises that the commercial world 
affords, and one of these is the co-operative 
or profit sharing plan, which is perhaps to- 
day more commonly in vogue in Chicago 
than in any other city. 

As an example, some years ago Andrew 
McNally, of the house of Rand, McNally & 
Co., adopted the system of giving the heads 
of departments an interest in the success of 
his business, and two years ago, when the 
printers in all of the job printing houses 
struck, he determined to extend the system 
among the compositors and other employees 
of the house. A glance at the plan and its 
operation may be instructive, 


In 1873 the firm was incorporated with 
$200,000 capital, and as the profit sharing 
system was not inaugurated until six years 
later the stockholders were assessed in 
order to purchase the necessary stock for 
distribution. This stock was then delivered 
to the employee at par in exchange for cash 
or his fote bearing 6’per centy~ In the latter 
case he was required to pay no less than $1 
per week toward the redemption of the note 
out of his wages. Five shares were given 
to each person, with the privilege of taking 
five more when the first five were paid for. 
When the capital stock was increased from 
$200,000 to $1,000,000, and the shares from 
2,000 to 10,000, IO per cent. of them were 
set aside for distribution among the em- 
ployees. For each of the old shares four 
and a half of the new were given. The 
stock is issued to an employee on the rec- 
emmendation of the foreman of his depart- 
ment, When a shareholder retires from the 
service of the company the stock is taken at 
its market value. 

Since the inauguration of the system the 
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company has distributed more than $200,000 
in profits among the men. The present 
issue of stock yields dividends averaging 
over 12 per cent. perannum. At this figure 
it will be seen that the holders of original 
shares are drawing 60 per cent. on their 
investment. Several of the employees are 
worth over $50,000, and many of them are 
rated at $10,000. 

This is the outline of the plan, and un- 
doubtedly its inauguration has had much to 
do with the great prosperity of the company, 
and the success of the concern reacts on the 
employee. 

These and similar business methods are 
what have contributed largely to the growth 
of the large houses for which Chicago is al- 
ready noted. 

We are to have a new tag factory. The 
Denny Tag Company, of Philadelphia, have 
lately rented premises on Canal street for 
the manufacture of these very essential arti-

The Calumet Paper Company has obtained 
the contract for school tablets from the Chi- 
cago Board of Education, and it will amount 
to several thousands of dollars. Theannual 
catalogue of this company will be out in a 
week.

K. Tenney for a rehearing in the case of the 
Butler Paper Company against the John B. 
Jeffrey Printing Company, and which was 
lately decided against the latter corpora- 
tion. 

At 79 Wabash avenue, the former site of 
the Fairbanks & Palmer Publishing Com- 
pany, the auctioneer om Saturday last was 
holding the sheriff's sale, and as your corre- 
spondent entered the former was in the act 
of enlarging on the beauties of the stove toa 
dozen or more bidders, who were g.thered 
about its generous proportions, 

It was learned that the statement which 
the receiver is about to make to the court of 
the true condition of affairs will not be ready 
until the early part of next week. Until 
then we must possess our souls in patience.

Another big manufacturing enterprise, 
second only tothatat the Combined Locks, 
is now on foot for this district. Last 
week the well-known paper making firm of 
Kimberly & Clark Company purchased from 
the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Com- 
pany the water power property known as the 
“‘Cedars,” about 3 miles below this city 
and 1 mile this side of Little Chute. The 
property comprises a dam 10 feet in height, 
and about 17 acres of land on the right bank 
and 5 or 6 acres on the left bank, together 
with the right to use all the water power of 
the river at that point, estimated at 3,400 
horse power at low water. The purchase 
price was $125,000. The Kimberly & Clark 
Company does not authorize any statement 
of its intentions regarding its new purchase. 
It is understood, however, that it will estab- 
lish there a mammoth ground wood and sul- 
phite fibre manufactory. Thescheme has been 
in the company’s mind for a year er more, 
and early last spring it was supposed that 


| ground wood and sulphite. 
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the plant would be located at a new town 
called Rhinelander, 100 miles north of here. 


For various considerations, the

A new building of much larger dimensions 
and comelier appearance than the old one 
now occupies the site of the Whiting Paper 
Mill at Menasha, the scene of such a tragedy 
last August. The stone and brick work is 
completed,the tin roof is in place and painted, 
and the establishment only lacks machinery 
to go into operation at once. Mr. Whiting 
has promised to be making paper upon Feb- 
ruary 15 next, and hopes to be able to an- 
ticipate this date by a couple of weeks. He 
has given his order for a paper machine, an 
86 inch Fourdrinier, to the Beloit Iron Works. 
It is to be a duplicate of the new machines 
lately furnished the Atlas Paper Company 
for its new mill in this city. Mr. Whiting 
has been annoyed in his rebuilding by the 
fact that the insurance upon the old mill has 
not yet been satisfactorily adjusted. Pros- 
pects just now, however, are favorable to an 
early arrangement of the matter. 

George Danielson, a paper mill contractor 
and builder, of Neenah, has purchased the 
old White River Pulp Mill near Ashland, 
paying for the same $5,000. The mill is 
situated upon the White River, 7 miles 
from Ashland and 3 miles from a rail- 
road. The Wisconsin Central Railroad, how- 
ever, is now building a side track to reach it. 
The mill is one well known by every paper 
man in this region. It was built about ten 
years ago by S. G. Currier & Son, of Muske- 
gon. It has been operated very little since 
that time, principally on account of its re- 
moteness from shipping and marketing 
facilities. The plant originally cost about 
$40,000. The purchase price paid by the 
present owner includes the water power and 
about 400 acres of timber land. Much of 
the machinery in the mill is of ancient de- 
sign, and will need to be replaced. 

A great deal of rock blasting has been 
done with giant powder at the Combined 
Locks this fall, and the other day an acci- 
dent occurred which nearly ended the life of 
aworkman named Frank Vaendenshout. He 
was preparing cartridges for use, and had 
several of them lying on a bench in a shanty 
beside one of the boilers and engines used 
for hoisting. In some unknown way one of 
the cartridges exploded and the other went 
off from the concussion. The man was 
badly burned and lacerated, and the fire- 
man of the boiler was blown quite a distance, 
but harmlessly. The shanty was reduced to 
atoms, and the boiler so racked that the man

Commercial Travelers and the Inter- 
state Commerce Law. 


The board of directors of the Com- 
mercial Travelers’ National Protective Asso- 
ciation convened in Chicago last Saturday. 


The principal business of the meeting was’ 


the discussion of the provisions of the 
Interstate Commerce law and to take action 
looking to such modification of the present 


law as will permit the granting by the rail-' 
|| road companies of fair concessions from the 


regular rates to accredited commercial trav- 
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! 
elers. To this end strong pressure will be 


brought to bear through the various city and 
State divisions of the Travelers’ Association, 
assisted by mercantile associations, on every 
Member of Congress. It is believed thata 
systematic and united effort cannot fail to 
convince the representatives of the people 
that the demands of the merchant travelers 
are just and that the relief prayed for will 
be granted. All of the railroad companies 
now make a distinction between the ordinary 
single fare and an excursion fare, going and 
returning, while the difference between the 
excursion fare and the monthly rate to com- 
muters is still greater. 
travelers, while not constantly traveling over 
the same road, are among the best patrons 
of the railroads and are entitled to fair con- 
sideration. Full fares will restrict their 
journeys, while fair concessions would en- 
courage their extension, and both the public 
at large and the railroads would be benefited 
thereby. The hotels find it profitable to 
make more favorable rates to this class of 
their customers, and so have the railroads 
in the past. The hope is expressed that 
Congressmen will heed the appeal of the 
merchant travelers and grant the railroad 
companies the privilege to make special rates 
to this useful class of our citizens.

Improvements in Pulp Knotters. 
An English improvement in pulp 
xnotters, or strainers, has for its object the 
clearing the strainer of dirt and refuse, and 
thus preventing it from passing through the 
slots onto the wire in which the paper is 
formed. The strainer differs from others in 
the formation of the vat and the method of 
clearing the strainer, and in preventing any | 
dirt going onto the wire during the act of | 
clearing. 

The vat is constructed with a water chest, 
which runs along the entire length of the 
vat, and connected with it is a pipe and cock 
for supplying water. A slot for the admis- 
sion of a copious and powerful stream of 
water is provided, placed on a level with the 
strainer plate. The other side of the vat is 
movable and is constructed to turn on an 
axis or in a groove, so as to allow the dirt or 
refuse on the surface of the plate to be swept 
into a trough provided for the purpose. 
Under the plate is placed a slot to admit 
water, and the supply and delivery pipes 
connected with the strainer are fitted with 
valves. 

The strainer is cleared automatically, at 
regular intervals, without stopping its opera- 
tion or its supply to the machine; an auto-; 
matically working valve momentarily checks:

the supply of pulp, and the supply of pulp 
to a small vat in connection with the wire is 
also checked and cut off from the strainer. 
To carry away whatever may have lodged on 
the surface of the plates into the trough a 
stream of water is provided, which extends 


over the whole surface of plates.

It is by no means a 
new thing to convert wood into articles 
of wearing apparel. If what has been 
said of the use of paper by the Chinese 
for this purpose is true, the conversion 
of wood into textile fibres is only carrying 
out the principle to a more complete 
and perhaps more successful issue. 
Readers of THE JOURNAL will find in 
another column a description of the 
method by which such fibres are to be 
secured. It will be seen that the system 
carries the bisulphite process further than 
is common. If the spinning ef the 
threads derived from wood shall become 
an accomplished fact, and realize results 
which shall insure the adoption of the 
system, important changes may result in 
the textile industry.

ENCOURAGEMENT is to be derived from 
the results of what has been said in these 
columns about paper makers’ contribu- 
tions to the technical literature of the 
trade. There is at least one superintendent 
who sees the point and who is not afraid 
to venture a suggestion.

THE annual report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission deals at some 
length with the subject of railway rate 
wars, and generally the whole subject of 
the conflict of the railroads with each 
other. Its discussion of these questions 
leads to no specific recommendation, but 
the report says: ‘“ While the commission 
is not at this time prepared to recommend 
general legislation toward the establish- 
ment and promotion of relations between 
carriers that shall better subserve the public 
interest than those which are now com- 
mon, it must, nevertheless, look forward 
to the possibility of something of that 
nature becoming at some time imperative 
unless a great improvement in the exist- 
ing condition of things is voluntarily 
inaugurated.” This suggestion of a pos- 
sibility of the railroads ever coming to am 
understanding which shall be binding 
and put an end to their competition 
provokes a smile. It is a placid way 
of passing over something which ex- 
perience has shown is almost certain to 
be a continually vexed issue between 
carriers. The railway companies are not 
likely to provide the remedy for un- 
regulated competition, unless they can 
make up for possible differences by 
methods carried out at the general 
public cost. It may be that legislation 
will be needed to secure an equilibrium 
between contesting roads, and then some 
authority must exist which shall enforce 
the statute.

Watermarks. 


By DAnpy. 

That illustration of the electric bleach- 
ing plant in last week’s JOURNAL evokes a 
number of inquiries. Perhaps there are 
those who do not care for the information, 
but I want to know, you know, what such an 
installation would cost. 


First, there is the power required to 
drive the dynamos. Does this require an 
independent engine? I presume that it does. 
This is the first item of expense. Then 
come the dynamos. These, of course, can 
be had as cheap asanything of the kind can 
be bought nowadays. 


Next come the tanks in which the 
bleaching solution gets its touch of electric- 
ity. These, I believe, are patented. What 
do they cost? 


Then we have the “ magnesium tanks,” 
These, I suppose, are not patented, for 
probably any kind of tank in which the mix- 
ing of magnesium chloride and water is to be 
effected can be used. But it costs something 
to build the tanks, set ’em up and attach all 
of the fixings needed to keep up the circula- 
tion. The connections between the electro- 
lyzers and the bleaching engines and from 
the latter to the tank are all easy to make 
and their cost can be readily fixed. 

The greatest question of expense is 
therefore connected with the plant shown in 
the illustration given last week. The own- 
ers of the patents ought to come ferward 
and submit the items of expense, so that 
paper makers can “‘get on” to the whole 
thing.

The Future of the Chemical Districts. 





Frederick Bale, of Droitwich, writes of 
the approaching day when everywhere the 
new process of alkali and bleach manufac- 
ture will be carried on among green fields 
and trees, without injury to the same, or to 
man’s remnant of the sense of smell, es- 
pecially in the salt producing districts.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock mar- 
ket is more active and there was a general 
advance in all active shares. The money 
market continues quiet and firm. Call loans 
on stock collateral are being made at 24%@ 
3% per cent., but the volume of business is 
| limited. Time money is in fair supply at 4 
per cent. for sixty days, 4% per cent. for 
four months and about 5 per cent. for six 
months. The savings banks are understood 
to be lending some fair amounts on time at 
a fraction below market rates ; but these are 
special transactions which bankers do not 
care to meet in the matter of rates. There 
is less disposition reported among manufac- 
turers to make short time loans instead of 
selling long time paper, but still there is no 
over supply of the latter. Quotations were 
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The market for sterling was very dull and 
nominally steady. Continental was dull. 
Posted rates were $4.85@4.85% for sixty 
days’ and $4.89 for demand. Rates for actual 
business were as follows: Sixty days’ sight, 
$4.84 @4.84% ; demand, $4.88% @4.88% ;

4.83%. Continental bills were quoted as

Railroad bonds were 
firm. 

THE PAPER MARKET.—There is little 
this week to record beyond routine events. 
December is always a quiet month in the 
trade, owiny to the fact that everyone is pre- 
paring for the annual stock taking. Business, 
however, keeps up in very good shape at 
mill centres, and manufacturers, for the 
most part, have plenty of orders. Writings 
and Book papers are in demand and prices 
are very steady. News is in brisk call, and 
while standard makes hold their prices well 
lower grades are weak. Makers of Manillas 
have a sufficient supply of orders, and are 
firm in their views. Strawboards are in 
moderate call, while Straw Wrapping is mov- 
ing at a good pace at very regular prices.

there is not the tendency to keep up the 
boom, and the trade is now quoted as dull, 
with no anticipation of any amount of traffic 
for some time to come, for the collieries trib- 
utary to the market are to close down to 
about one-half the former output; the line 
and city trade is not brisk, for all the dealers 
have a fair supply.” Boston advices are that 
dealers are all fairly well stocked up at pres- 
ent, but just as soon as their trade picks up 
they will have to replenish; the coal sold 
early in the season is still in the bins of con- 
sumers, and a continuance of cold weather is 
necessary to change the market conditions. 
At Chicago the market is reported as not 
over active; the supplies are ample and the 
past week has been a very poor one, the 
movement of coal having been light, with 
orders scarce. At Buffalo the last clearances 
have been made, and the result shows a very. 
handsome increase over last season.

Machine Knives of all kinds. 
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Electricity in Paper. 


(Concluded.) 

The intensity of this electricity differs, 
of course, in degree according to the amount 
of saturation in the atmosphere which renders 
the paper more or less susceptible to excite 
electricity through friction. It is held by 
some that when a pressroom is kept at an 
even temperature electricity will give no 
trouble, but our experiments show different- 
ly; as, for instance, in the morning, when 
our pressroom would be naturally colder 
than later in the day, electricity would not 
appear until between 9 and 10 o'clock in the 
merning, when it was several degrees warm- 
er. We also tried the experiment of letting 
steam out into the room, so as to restore in 
part, at least, the moisture absorbed by the 
heat, but we could never effect any good re- 
sults until we brought steam in direct con- 
tact with the printed sheet after it had been 
charged with electricity in passing through 
the press. Wealso tried the hot air theory by 
placing pipes under the fly frame and pass- 
ing steam through them, so the sheet of 
paper as it passed down the fly frame 
would receive a high degree of heat, but 
with no favorable results. Mr. Pilz says 
that by ‘holding a sheet over a flame the 
electricity is lost, and the same happens 
when a needle point is passed over the paper 
at distances of half an inch.” If the sheet 
of paper is held long enough to catch fire 
and consume, we have no doubt Mr. Pilz’s 
assertion would prove to be correct, but if 
he should attack electricity in one of the 
sheets of our paper by holding it over a 
flame, or by putting his needles half an inch 
from the paper, he would find our American 
electricity couldn't be coaxed to move on and 
out by any such operation, whatever he 
might do with the German kind. 

Making our deductions from these prem- 
ises the two main points to be met with 
and overcome were atmospheric conditions 
and the engendering of electricity when 
these conditions were favorable. As this 
electricity was of the frictional kind by which 
each fibre of the paper seemed to be charged 
independently of itself, and wouldn't move 
nor act in unison with other fibres unless 
each fibre had a special wire of its own— 
which would neither be practical nor possible 
—it was decided that other means must be 
brought to bear to reach each particular fibre, 
and at the same time to establish an atmos- 
pheric condition detrimental to its presence. 
Everthing seemed to point to steam as the 





THE 


element to be harnessed to do this work ; 
but how to apply it in a way that would not 
affect or injure the surface of the paper on ac- 
count of moisture was a serious consideration. 
It would not answer to project steam against 
the surface of the paper, as it would require 
too great a volume and fail to distribute 
itself over so large a surface; neither would 
it do to distribute the steam through per- 
forated pipes, as the steam would condense 
therein and the water be thrown out of the 
perforation and wet the paper in spots, which 
would be as bad as the electricity itself. 
With these points constantly in mind we felt 
our way along the pathway of experiment 
until a device was finally evolved which 
has practically proved the correctness of our 
deductions, by successfully ridding us of 
our troubles in this direction. 


For the benefit of those who may be inter- 
ested in its method of operation we will 
briefly describe this device. The agent em- 
ployed to dothe work is steam. To practi- 
cally use it a series of perforated pipes is 
placed in a steam receiver, the perforations 
being masked so as to deflect the steam 
downwardly into the receiver. Over this re- 
ceiver is placed a wire covering of very fine 
mesh, through which the steam rises and 
comes in contact with the sheet of paper as 
it passes down the fingers of the fly frame. 
The action of the deflector and wire covering 
is such as to break up and disseminate the 
steam in the receiver, so that it will come in 
contact with the sheet evenly over its entire 
surface. 

An inlet pipe connects with the steam 
supply system by a piece of rubber pipe, an 
outlet pipe conducting away the condensed 
steam. The steam is shut off and on by the 
pressman at will, being controlled by valves. 
The device is placed directly under the 
fingers of the fly frame, and attached to the 
flyer rest by means of two lugs placed upon 
the upper side, upon which it rotates, the 
lower side having a chain at each end upon 
which it rests. By lengthening or shorten- 
ing these chains the device can be adapted 


PAPER 
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to any position and not interfere with getting 
readily to the press. 

It will be seen by this description that the | 
operation of the device is such that the sheet 
of paper passes through acontinuous volume | 
of steam on its way down the fingers of the | 
fly frame, this steam reaching every fibre of 
the paper, and providing by this means a 
vehicle for the electricity to pass off, and 
also helping to establish in the pressroom an 
atmospheric condition unfavorable to its 
creation. 

We have had this device in operation in 
our pressroom for nearly three years, during 
which time we have experienced no trouble 
from electricity, and it has never failed to 


take care of it effectually. It has saved la- 





bor, paper and time, enabled us to run our 
press and folder at their full speed and re- 
lieved us from the annoying delays which 
electricity formerly occasioned.— Boston Jour- 
nal of Commerce.
